Volumes 
and American Epic dealt primarily with aid 
Belgium, northern France and other allied nations. 
This volume tells the help given other nations 
from 1914 1923. The final volume, IV, will deal

World War II. 


this volume the emphasis upon the period from 
April, 1917, when entered World War until June, 
1919, when the Versailles Treaty was signed. During 
that period relief the amount about $7,000,000,000 
was administered the American government and 
American private relief agencies. the period after 
the Armistice November 11, 1918, American govern- 
ment relief operated thirty-two nations; thirteen ad- 
ditional nations were served private American chari- 
table agencies. Mr. Hoover directed staff con:posed 
about four thousand workers. 


Short but enlightening historical sketches are 
many the nations that received American help. The 
Communist invasions the Baltic States after World 
War are treated. Such nations Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania were suffering from previous Russian and 
later German domination and were 1918 and 1919 
trying establish themselves independent nations. 
Unfortunately Allied blockade the Baltic area 
until June, 1919, interfered greatly with Hoover and 
his workers. some Baltic cities the infant mortality 
rate ran high thirty-five per cent yearly. The battle 
against typhus was fought the relief administration 
the early summer 1919 and was won cost 
about $100,000,000 but Europe was saved from the ad- 
ditional disaster great plague. 


Emphasis placed upon the request that the Russians 
made for help August, 1921, when the so-called Riga 
Agreement was signed competent Russian officials 
and representatives the American Relief Adminis- 
tration, acting for Mr. Hoover. east central Russia 
famine conditions prevailed. About 20,000,000 Rus- 
sians faced starvation. The American Relief Adminis- 
tration acted quickly. About 750,000 tons supplies 
were sent Russia, cost about $62,000.000, most 
the money coming from government sources. 
August, 1922, the American Relief Administration was 
caring for nearly 4,000,000 Russian children addition 
millions adults. Nevertheless the Russians were 
even then violating the Riga Agreement and were try- 
ing sell grain foreign countries even though 
were giving them grain for their hungry people. 
times grain meant for starving people was seized 
Russian government officials. However, when termi- 
nated the aid August, 1923, when plenty Russian 
grain was available, were thanked many Russian 
officials for the great service rendered. But July 
1959, the Russian leader Koslov who was this coun- 
try the time said that all this aid was paid for 
Russian gold. This statement was lie; payment 
was sought from the Russians for the aid and none was 
received.

other nation has ever done anything even remotely 
similar. The man who directed the program has added 
significantly the literature World War the 
three volumes now published. detailed index 
helpful the reader.

Stevenson, Elizabeth Lafcadio Hearn 
Macmillan. Aug. 362p. $6.95. (Ila) 

Luck paid little attention Lafcadio Hearn his life- 
time, but has embraced him extraordinarily half cen- 
tury after his death. For Elizabeth Stevenson has writ- 
ten his biography, and Miss Stevenson (Henry James, 
Henry Adams) unquestionably the top her field. 
This thorough, sensitive, positively first-rank study 
one the most gifted men who has worked 
American journalism. 


improbable mixture Greek and Irish begin 
with, Hearn got his first name from Leucadia, the 
Ionian island his birth. Both and his Greek 
mother were misfits Dublin, where spent un- 
happy childhood that ended with tragic accident that 
his eyes. came America alone 
and spent the remainder his life searching for love 
and recognition that nearly always eluded him. 


desperation got job with the Cincinnati En- 
quirer, and became the foremost sensational reporter 
his time (the early 1870’s). was interested 
the macabre, however, not for its own sake, but for the 
insight provided into the lives the poor, mistreated 
and forgotten—the rubble the “robber baron” so- 
ciety the late 19th century. was forerunner 
the muckrakers and journalistic reformers come. 
And above all, brought his newspaper writing 
literary distinction that was eventually make him 
most remembered writer travel essays and inter- 
preter Creole and Japanese folk tales. 


Hearn’s suspicious, brooding nature kept him drifting, 
spite success, first New Orleans, then Mar- 
tinique, and finally Japan, where married, became 
citizen and university professor, and spent the last 
decade his life interpreting the then little-known 
imperial island the West. His fame has dimmed 
considerably over the years, but Miss Stevenson’s work 
will aid the current move reevaluate him. Certainly 
his place the history American letters and jour- 
nalism, minor but nonetheless significant, now secure. 


Catholics will find this man, who prided himself 
various times being romantic, evolutionist, 
fallen-away agonstic, curiously fascinating and sympa- 
thetic. For Hearn, who eventually found his peace 
Buddhism, was genius treated harshly fate. And 
permeating his entire work love for nature and his 
fellow man, especially the miserable and abandoned, 
that Christians would happy share. Miss Steven- 
son presents his story exhaustive detail and under- 
standing, and the result book that captures the 
mind and spirit haunted, but gallant, human being.

This the story the sea and couple who faced 
its fury alone small boat. Nelson and Emmy Hayes 
were their way home from regatta the Bahamas 
when storm warnings made them seek shelter Green 
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Cay, island too small adequately charted. Al- 
though they were experienced mariners, they found 
their very survival demanded the utmost nautical 
skill, well great reserves strength and character. 
That they possessed both obvious, since dead men 
don’t write books. That Hayes could write his ex- 
perience way that would interest wider 
audience than boating enthusiasts, will equally obvi- 
ous all readers the book. 


This more than seafaring yarn. also 
marriage. The author and his wife have been mar- 
ried for thirty-two years and, the story unfolds and 
they face the crisis sea, Hayes records much their 
life together faithfully writes the ship’s log. 
Theirs has been good marriage and although there 
are still the exasperations arising from differences 
temperament, there above all shared contentment. 
Even the end their ordeal Hayes says, “We were 
not ready yet leave our isolation, our being alone 
together, even our storm.” The elemental quality 
man against nature doesn’t quite come through 
the book. However, the quality shared experiences 
comes through, and this felt, not simply reaction 
crisis, but pattern life. 


With the impersonal. sea background, and despite 
the liberal use boating terms which may confuse the 
uninitiated, still the story will have general interest be- 
cause intensely personal and for this reason most 
appealing.

This collection letters and reports which passed 
between Queen Victoria and Lord Palmerston who was 
Foreign Minister the time her accession and con- 
tinued that office that Prime Minister most 
the time until his death 1865. The tone the com- 
munications shows that during the early years her 
reign the Queen trusted great deal his advice and 
experience but this friendly 
cooled Victoria came more under the influence 
her husband, Prince Albert, and turned him for 
political advice. both were strong willed stubborn 
characters, frequent clashes were inevitable and her 
“kind friend” eventually became “that terrible old 
man. 


While most the excerpts deal with foreign affairs, 
the book not study Palmerston’s foreign policy 
nor that Great Britain during these twenty-eight 
years, but selection diplomatic incidents over most 
which the Prime Minister and the Queen disagreed. 
Palmerston always favored vigorous and aggressive 
foreign policy which, the horror the Queen, fre- 
quently brought Britain the brink war. for the 
author’s build Palmerston the great Liberal, 
surely was much the traditional British opposition 
any expansion the great Continental powers 
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any dedication liberal principles which led him 
support ‘-Liberal governments” Italy and Spain 
order check intervention Austria France 
those areas and Russia Turkey and the Balkans. 


Most these official communications are quoted 
full, and many are here published for the first time, the 
background comment very brief, too brief for those 
not well acquainted with the period. The stiff and 
pompous epistolary style that day makes heavy read- 
ing while the excessive repetition and detail slows the 
reader still more. The nature such work would 
prevent from being interesting popular book. 
However will prove valuable source information 
students the period and could supply copious 
interesting footnotes and quotations for term paper 
thesis. The book lacks footnotes and bibliography 
but there fair index. recommended help- 
ful reference work for the college library.

What complete egotism! Can you imagine 
THE story the Irish 274 written 
Irishman? This might well story synopsis 
the Irish, but cover the history the Irish 
Ireland and America the manner fitting the subject 
would take volumes. 


This presumably the first “Your Ancestor Series,” 
presented the publisher, and are told that 
other famous authors will write the stories their 
nationalities America. This excellent project 
but suggest that future volumes not written 
authors about their own nationality. Bob Considine 
has pungent, graphic style writing, but 
deeply engrossed choosing his material from the vol- 
umes available, mentioned two pages bibliog- 
raphies, that only comes through occasionally 
himself. 


When the true Considine style appears, the reader for- 
gets the overwhe!ming facts and achievements put into 
each chapter and enjoys his heritage, Irish, and 
isn’t Irish won’t enjoy the book anyway, for 
though Bob Considine serves true picture, the bad 
points are shaded and the good points are emphasized. 
What would you expect from author whose ances- 
tors came from County Clare? 


There foreword James Farley, perhaps the 

best known American Irish decent, prior our 

President, John Fitzpatrick Kennedy, and the fore- 

word Farley pays homage the buoyancy the Irish, 

when telling that JFK’s great-grandfather barely had 

for the fare from Ireland America the 


brief mention those races that settled Ireland, 
some the inhuman cruelty the English and then 
are with the Irish the American Revolution. Back 
Ireland famine and persecution, that many fled 
America and, having had their fill farm life, the 
immigrants stayed the cities where they landed. 
Here they were easy victims for the tenement landlords

Another chapter deals with the Irish politics and 
then Considine summarizes the faith and religion 
our ancestors and thirty-five pages narrates the 
“Fighting Irish.” This not pages enough tell 
one good scrap Dublin, much less the wars, that the 
sons Erin have fought for America. Then 
scribe the Irish, the author uses the description Carl 
Witthe— 
“The so-called Irish temperament mixture flaming ego, 
hot temper, stubbornness, great personal charm and warmth, 
and wit that shines through adversity. 
buoyancy, vivacious spirit, kindliness and tolerance for 
the common frailties man 
you can claim Ireland, enjoy reading It’s the 
Irish and you can’t, anyway. 
appreciate your neighbors more.

Berry, Don Majority Scoundrels 
Harper. Sept. 432p. $8.95. 


Adult fans Trask, Mr. Berry’s 1960 novel, have some- 
thing even better this informal history the 
Rocky Mountain Fur Company during the peak 
years the American fur trade.” For this honest hunk 
(non-fictional) Americana well worth the price. 


The heyday American beaver trapping was from 
1822-1834. And Mr. Berry, who insists ama- 
teur historian, has researched most effectively. 
has rooted about among original letters and journals, 
well among the classics the era. has scrupu- 
lously labelled his own private judgments, and has hon- 
ored the achievements other buffs historians. 
Yet the intensive documentation never clogs the flow 
narrative, that this saga trappers and Indians, 
terrain, and the financiers and governments 
(Canadian and S.) behind the scenes comes cleanly 
and vigorously through. 


Mr. Berry does, indeed, emerge author whose 
style admirably suited his subject. For while his 
prose masculine and not without its rough edges, 
has the poetry and humor which, whether naive 
sly, always most evocative the trappers them- 
selves, and the environments against which they 
contended. 

say that the West was implacable less than cen- 
tury and half ago indulge understatement. 
The terrain—the mountains, plains, deserts and 
ways—was innocent such adjuncts the trade 
communication lines, provender, and travel 
The Indians, themselves often betrayed and maltreated 
(and nowhere treated universally bad the 
thor), were rarely dependable—though the Crows, who 
simply loved steal horse, were the least murderous 
the tribes. But generally speaking the Indians might 
fete you, have your scalp eat you—sometimes all 
one evening—and for the trapper there was 
thing hindsight. Your fellow trappers, out the 
grim race for survival sheer treachery, might desert 
you you lay wounded perishing starvation. You 
might not lucky enough have the liquor drink 
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from the guts slain buffalo, the roots and dried 
berries frozen mountainside. You might survive 
rough season with poor haul pelts, you might 
have fine haul and lose your profits unscrupulous 
financiers. 


Yet the author has not overemphasized the macabre. 
has recorded the conquest human and physical 
natures often enough let heroism and sanity shine 
through. has, without denying the rascality 
whites and Indians alike, frequently shown them be, 
their own rough standards, both honest and 


was 1822 that General Ashley (later enter 
politics) advertised the St. Louis papers for 
hundred men, ascend the river Missouri its source, 
there employed for one, two, three years.” The 
fur trade was the rise and there were plenty eager 
takers. Missouri Fur Company already existed. There 
were accurate rumors that John Jacob Astor (who later 
saw silk hats replacing beaver ones and accordingly 
withdrew his capital) had American Fur Company 
his clever sleeve. What emerged from the adver- 
tisement was the Rocky Mountain Fur Company, sen- 
sational both its rise and its collapse. noted 
here that the author’s account what meant take 
keel boats with men and supplies the wildly 
capricious Missouri definitely hair-raising.

Adroitly fused 
are stories the West, the trappers who explored 
and worked it, the Indians still large and bitterly 
aware the encroachments upon their homelands, and 
the financiers both afield and further East whose ex- 
ploits alone are involved the most intricate Italian 
opera. The Hudson’s Bay Company (British) and Bill 
Sublette—who brought the RMF Company power 
only smash and ruin his own brother, are only 
small part the robber baron tale. 


The keenest level satisfaction for this reviewer was 
the biographical. Hugh Glass, treacherously aban- 
doned his comrades after being clawed nearly 
death bear—and surviving the trek back, incredi- 
bly, confront them. James Beckwourth, originator 
his boastful memoirs many baroque legend 
(which never fooled Washington Irving many the 
other buffs this era). Jedediah Smith, the truly pious 
trapper whose bizarre explorations 
from major Indian massacres and other perils all ended, 
finally, his slaughter Indians. These and innum- 
erable other trappers, each with his own character and 
saga. 

There are excellent maps and illustrations. The jacket 
design (Anita Walker), format (Jacqueline Wilson) 
and manufacture (Haddon Craftsmen, Inc) are all 
the judgment the publishers pro- 
ducing this highly book.

Clever titles invite clever rejoinders. Most readers, 
fear, will join the bored board members this telling. 
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Surely it’s all clever enough: glib, knowledgeable, so- 
phisticated. But seems lack significance and the 
pages grow heavy the book progresses. Certainly 
there something significant about executive, the 
top his business, forced company law retire 
against his desires and against his drives. But some- 
how Mr. Streeter, although suspect that may 
well have experienced just these feelings, does not bring 
off the telling. Perhaps it’s all too pat. The 
difficulties are there but they become minor; easily 
soluble the available liquid money. The struggle, 
then, more like child’s play. The author’s Father 
the Bride caught that situation expertly; the humor 
was delightful. This present work not humorous, 
not eventful, not real. The tedious world 
sophisticates with whom executives must collide 
herein well described, but the tedium rubs off and soon 
the reader yawning—perhaps grateful for his state 
comparative poverty.

The preoccupation many modern novels and plays 
with psychological case-histories, particularly with the 
family-relationship motif, almost commonplace 
the sensitive reader and theatregoer. Such concern, 
however, brings with least one major artistic prob-

Gabriel Fielding, fresh from his remarkable success with 
the Time Greenbloom, has avoided almost all the 
pitfalls the genre producing compelling history 
the Blaydon family from the early days its chil- 
dren point crisis some twenty-odd years later 
occasioned the death one the sons. Brotherly 
Love, times reminiscent the London and Broadway 
stage success, Five Finger Exercise, concerned with 
the whole family, particularly with the impact the 
mother’s strong, but basically selfish love for two her 
sons. John Blaydon who the focus the novel, 
the character from whose viewpoint Fielding tells his 
story struggles emerge from the bright and 
secure dream world childhood and the fierce anxie- 
ties adolescence, shy, sensitive, and pliable, wanting 
free and yet never quite ready for freedom. John 
stands vivid contrast his older brother David, 
daring, zestful, passionate, anxious reach out and 
touch life all its manifestations, with “appetite 
which could not sate, this extra mouth which should 
have had part him, but which, finally acknowl- 
edged them all, had grown and grown until the 
feeding seemed his only concern.” From 
their early years David everything that John not. 


this fundamental “otherness” that the mother 
the family unable unwilling recognize, under- 
stand, and deal with she attempts impose upon 
her sons and family her vision what they should 
instead accepting them for what they are.

John muses, “Other mothers had sons 
who drank, who were spendthrifts, who were diseased 
physically emotionally, and after certain lapse 
time they learned accept the fact; grow old it, 
and folding their hands, love what was left. But 
Mother was willing make every other sacrifice save 
this most essential one: the sacrifice herself.” Even 
David’s tragic death fails bridge the terrible gulf that 
separated mother from family, fails bring the realiza- 
tion that “you cannot abandon what you are, what you 
have become.” 


Fielding tells remarkable story style that al- 
ways equal the occasion. can sketch with lyrical 
grace the yearnings youth and drive home with vivid 
force the conflict human emotions. Above all, 
his ability get inside real human beings and probe 
basic feelings which renders his work memorable. Only 
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occasional tendency speak too loudly through the 
character John mars the intensity his vision.

Seymour Epstein’s first novel, Pillar Salt, received 
widespread critical acclaim, both this country and 
England. the publication his second novel, 
The Successor, those critics who wrote glowingly his 
promise” can heard sighing relief, for more 
than fulfills any promises made Pillar Salt.

Marie Hasluck goes Africa convinced that she can 
help the good and noble savages; Bewsher there 
goad and trick and bluff the Nigerians that they 
won’t overthrow British business and imperialism. One 
their friends carries the author’s judgment them 
when says: “Bewsher [is] the toughest old pagan 
and rationalist you can find and Marie [is] the real 
Boston mystic, direct descent from Emerson and 
Thoreau.” The natives oppose the enforced help 
both groups. They particularly oppose the whites try- 
ing unite the several tribes, and their hostility they 
kill Bewsher. Like Marie’s marriage Bewsher, his 
death the murderous mob natives one Cary’s 
sharpest ironies. Because pacifist missionary had per- 
suaded Marie hide Bewsher’s gun, was unarmed 
when the natives attacked him. 


Recognizing the excellence Cary’s fiction—although 
the book originally appeared England more than 
twenty-five years ago and was never published Amer- 
ica—Harper has done the American reader fiction 
favor bringing out American Visitor.

Bedlam begins the Bishop gets 
involved, press conferences, public relations people and 
all. Things get complicated when the Bishop himself 
witnesses weeping Christ and then pious pictures all 
over the place suddenly begin bursting into tears. 


Father Britt believes. Herman helps preserve his 
belief and the Minor Miracle really does happen 
Maurie’s heart and soul. dies not knowing that the 
moisture was caused cheap war-time materials, con- 
tent with his God, his friends and himself. 


yes. Another miracle also happened that Saturday. 
“Melissa’s Husband” paid $38.40. 


Minor Miracle has laughter, compassion and kindness 
all one. insight illuminates depth hidden 
feeling from time time.
